I've been associated with the 
lumber industry since birth, My 
husband has worked in lumber 
camps since the age of fourteen, 
and has worked at practically 
every job from dish washer up, 
and for as little as 15c per hour. 

From this humble beginning, 
through steady honest work and 
savings I am proud to say that 
he is now manager and partner 
in a lumber camp. 

Having worked as an employee 
in lumber camps for over twenty 
years and as employer for several 
more years, he should be in a 
Position to judge life in a lumber 
camp. 

First of all the question of 
food; I, personally, have eaten 
meals in a number of camps and 
eaten meals with the men and 
found them of excellent quan- 
tity and quality, and there was 
plenty of rodm for one to sit 
and eat comfortably. 

A number of professional men 
—lawyers, doctors, ete, have 
visited our camps and eaten 
meals with the men and re- 
marked that they would pay from 
$3 to $5 for an inferior meal 
at a hotel in town. Besides three 
good meals a day, at which one 
may eat as much as one wishes,

most of the men make two trips 
a day for “lunch”, where they 
help themselves to coffee, pie, 
cake, cookies etc.—and all this 
for $1.50 while working an eight 
hour day. I feel very safe in say- 
ing that no private family is 
fed as well as the men in a 
lumber camp. The mess account 
in the three cookhouses in our 
camps last year suffered a loss of 
$8,000 to cover the cost of food 
and help as against the $1.50 a 
day paid by the employee. We 
have found it a general rule that 
the men who have little or noth- 
ing at home and go out to work 
in a lumber camp are the ones 
who do the most grumbling about 
conditions and waste the most 
food at the table. 

Regarding the houses where the 
men sleep; most of these are 
built new when a camp is built 
up and are new and clean. If, 
as Mr. Mueller says, “sanitary 
conditions are bad”, who, but the 
men who occupy them, is re- 
sponsible for the unsanitary con- 
dition? A man is employed by the 
lumber company to sweep out 
the bunk houses daily and scrub 
them periodically. 

Each man is furnished with a 
bed and a set of springs, a mat- 
tress and blankets for which he 
pays rent. This rent covers cost 
of laundering and replacing worn 
and missing ones,—Yes, comes 
round-up time, there are usually 
some missing. (I personally have 
used these camp beds, mattresses 
and blankets in my own home 
and found them quite satisfac- 
tory). The blankets are sent to 
be laundered periodically, and if 
Mr. Employee finds himself 
with filthy blankets it's because 
he, personally, hasn't enough 
gumption to take them out and 
shake and air them after lolling 
on them boots, dirty work clothes 
and all and he has no one to 
blame but himself. 

Mr. Mueller made reference to 
the German prisoners of war and 
conditions in camp then as com- 
pared to what they have now. 

I lived in a lumber camp where 
German P.O.W.'s were working 
and often saw them out shaking 
and airing their biankets. I 
seldom see our boys doing that. 
The P.O.W.'’s bought sheets and 
pillow cases with the few cents 
a day allotted them, and laund- 
ered them themselves. How many 
of our Canadian boys in lumber 
camps buy themselves sheets aid 
pillow cases? Conditions in your 
bunkhouses are what YOU make 
them. 

Mr. Mueller, {f you're tired of 
living in the filth you've made, 
why don't you and the other 17 
odd get busy in some of your 16 
spare hours a day—you work 
only eight—and houseclean your 
40 ft. by 22 ft. home? Then you 
might appreciate how fortunate 
you really are — no rent, no 
light bills, no fuel bills, no gro- 
cery bills, etc—and $75.00 a 
month CLEAR. How many of 
your city friends have $75.00 
clear after their month's bills 
are paid? Have you bought any 
food lately and made a meal! for 
yourself? I suggest you try it, 
(wash up the dishes etc. after 
too) and see if you can have 
three good full meals of the 
variety and quantity provided at 
the cook house for $1.50. Just 
what do you mean when you say 
you should “speak up”? What 
more can you expect for what 
you pay?

Vigilance Only Real 
Freedom Guarantee 


The best review of the legal 
Teasons for a Canadian Bill of 
Rights, is to be found in an ar- 
ticle published by the Canadian 
Bar Review in 1948, 

In this discussion of the rights 
of citizens, it is made clear that 
while Magna Carta, the Habeas 
Corpus Act of 1679,and the Brit- 
ish Bill of Rights of 1689 are 
Supposed to assure certain fun- 
damental rights, this is somewhat 
of a myth. Professor W. S. Mc- 
Kechnie of Glasgow University 
has pointed out that such things 
as freedom of speech, freedom of 
worship, due process of the law 
and equality before the law were 
not even dreamed of in the days 
of John, Certainly, no one would 
get very far in any court today 
by reading out the terms of Mag- 
na Carta. 

Fortunately, Canadian citizens 
do not have to depend upon 
Magna Carta, because if they did 
they could find themselves being 
burned at the stake, or abused 
in other ways without any de- 
fence. 

It would appear that the Bill 
of Rights provides little more 
assistance. It does mention free- 
dom of speech, but only within 
parliament itself. 


Habeas Corpus ? 
Falls Short 


Habeas Corpus has certain 
uses, but they do not go as far 
as some believe. 

What, then, is the freedom of 
4 citizen? It is whatever the gov- 
ernment of the day provides. We 
live in a certain way and we 
have come to take certain things 
for granted. Yet it could be 


* made a jail offence to wear a 


white collar, It could be made a 
jail offence to join a political 
party. 

During the war we saw thou- 
sands of offences created. It was 
an offence to buy gasoline, ex- 
cept according to regulations. It 
could be an offence to pay cer- 
tain wages. It was an offence to 
sell certain types of food. The 
government in power can legally 
make any act an offence. Where 
then is the inherent liberty of any 
citizen?

Is Discussion 
More Adult? 


But is there any real evidence 
that people are taking a more 
adult view of sex? Quite the 
contrary. It would seem that 
this “popularizing” 1s merely 
whetting an appetite for erotic- 
ism. 

Consider any news stand dis- 
playing popular magazines, You 
are confronted with a gigantic 
leer, a feast of sly pornography. 
While our schools teach sex in 
a half-baked embarrassed way 
a pupil may pick up any nation- 
al American publication and 
find some detailed “scientific” 
data about premarital habits, 
frigidity, maladjustment and vari- 
ous clinical aspects once con- 
fined to the medical Journals. 

I can't believe this is working 
out for the best. 

Bob Allen himself, points out 
the ambiguity of réading an 
article “Getting Sensible About 
Sex,” while an advertisement 
alongside deals with the girl 
who couldn't get to first base 
with Bill until she changed to 
“Pssst! Pssst.” 

One of the more depressing 
manifestations of this “intelli- 
gent” approach to sex is its new 
role in conversation. 


Public Airing 
Revolts Him 


1 sometimes suspect there's 
an awful streak of mid-Victor- 
jan puritan in me (I still wince 
at a cuss word in a woman's 
speech), but even so, there's 
something mildly revolting about 
a public airing of individual case 
histories. Is this intelligence or 
frankness or sophistication or, as 
I suspect, merely exhibitionism? 

To me it indicates a whole lot 
too much emphasis on that one 
aspect of living. And {ft Is, so 
very often, merely a pose. Again, 
Allen has summed up the attitude 
of many women with the sugges- 
tion that it’s as far from a genu- 
inely intelligent approach to the 
subject as it's ever been. 

“At the same time that women 
are insisting that sex is a normal, 
healthy, serious function in life,” 
he writes, “they're getting more 
and more frivolous about It. 
They have more ways of taking 
their clothes off in publie than 
they ever had before.” 

Like Allen, I'm inclined te 
think we can't go too far in sex 
education so long as it is educa- 
tion and not merely amusement. 
I've argued many times in this 
space for a more broad-minded 
approach ¢c ‘he subject in 
schools. But let's leave it there 
and not go into the statistics er 
the neighbors’ private life. 

“Let's be frank about sex,” as 
Allen puts it. “Then let's forget 
it.” 


Freedom of speech means noth- 
ing. During the war and at other 
times, we have seen the right of 
speech curbed by strict censor- 
ship. 

Freedom of religion. What 
about that? Certainly, every reli- 
gious group is afforded freedom 
of worship because of our his- 
toric freedoms, But Mf a police- 
man arrested you for attending 
your church, you might find it 
difficult to discover those mythi- 
cal laws which you think guar- 
antee your freedom of worship, 
and if a government passed an 
act making your church Illegal, 
you might find it extremely dif- 
ficult to find any concrete 
grounds for attacking the vali- 
dity of such a law, 

The fact of the matter 1s that 
our Canadian freedoms depend 
upon nothing more or less than 
the innate honesty of our politi- 
cal leaders. 

At this point you may be per- 
fectly satisfied that Canada needs 
a Bill of Rights and that it should 
be passed at this session. Yet 
that would be worse than useless, 


Even New Bill 
No Guarantee 

A Bil! of Rights passed by Ot- 
tawa and passed by every prov- 
ince would guarantee no more 
than we have now. Any act which 
is passed can also be repealed. 
Thus if any government wished 
to attack one’s liberty or free- 
dom, it could do so by repealing 
the act and then firing ahead. 

Thus the only merit in guch an 
act would be the honesty of each 
government maintaining it. But 
if we are ready to rely upon our 
members protecting our rights in 
that way, we have just as much 
reason to rely upon them pro- 
tecting our rights without any 
act, and with this advantage— 
that once you have a written act, 
{t is easier to find loop-holes 
which permit things being done 
without the act being broken. 
When you have no act you rely 
upon the conscience of the men 
in authority and I still believe 
that the conscience of a Cana- 
dian statesman is a broader 
shield than is a Canadian Bill of 
Rights,

| lowest shelf you can reach without 
excessive stooping and bending, 

Those out-of-the-way shelves — 
| above or below easy reach—are the 
jones where you should be storing 
| utensils and other equipment which

And to decide upon what should
